RED RASPBERRY 


This new giant Red Raspberry has given universal sat- 
isfaction to commercial growers as well as home garden 
planters. One of the thriftiest growers of all Red Rasp- 
berries. Giant red berries are borne in clusters on canes 
that are twice as heavy as ordinary reds. Berries are 
thimble-shaped, and small seeded. All meat. Berries are 
produced over a long season, starting a little later than 
Latham, and after the main crop is harvested, the young 
canes will start to bear another crop for fall. Plants are 
strictly hardy, and very resistant to diseases. No matter 
how many varieties of Raspberries you already have, you 
should add a few WASHINGTON to round out your 
collection. Should be set 2 feet apart in the row. Wait 
till spring to trim each year’s growth back to 30 inches 
high. After main fruiting crop is over, prune out this 
part of the plant to make room for the new shoots that 
will bear the next crop. Do this each spring. A handful 
of commercial fertilizer, or a shovelful of manure around 
each plant during the winter months will do wonders 
within the next few months. Plants are still scarce, so we 
are offering 2-year-old fruiting-age, well rooted trans- 
plants.

Would you believe that there could be a Black Rasberry that would grow larger than the Cumberland? Well, there 
is one now called the Morrison Blackcap. This new variety was found growing wild in Girard, Penna., by County Agent 
Paul Crossman of Erie County. Mr. Crossman was attracted by its unusually large size, and its shiny jet black color. 
The berry is much larger than the Cumberland, many of them nearly an inch in diameter. Mr. Crossman says that 
the plants are very free from disease, and are vigorous growers. We have been fortunate in obtaining a limited amount 
of these plants for our own propagation purposes, but we are going to let a few of them go to our customers for 1947. 
Don’t wait too long, as when our stock is sold, we will have to refund the money, and you will have to wait to get your 
start. MORRISON excels as a berry for both home and commercial planting. The large attractive berries meet all culi- 
nary requirements. They are high in quality, firm texture, juicy, not so seedy as other Blackcaps. MORRISON berries 
hold up longer in grocery and market displays. They will outyield other 
Black Rasberry varieties.

early as you can work the ground. For garden culture you may set them 1 foot 
apart in the rows, with rows 2 feet apart. For field culture, set them 1 foot apart 
in rows, and rows 3 feet apart. Set plants not too deep. Have ground just level 
with the crown of the plant. Start to cultivate a week later and cultivate every 
week thereafter till fall. A garden rake is the best tool to use in the small garden 
patch. Keep all blooms and buds: picked off for 30 days, this will give the plant a 
good start. After 30 days, let them bloom, and you will be picking ripe berries 
within 30 days after they bloom; they will never stop till killing frosts in the late 
fall. For the largest crop, it will be well not to let each plant make over three or 
four runner plants. Nip the rest of them off. In the hot dry spells you should 
water the plants in the evening and a good soaking once a week is better than to 
sprinkle every evening. Be sure to break the crust that the soaking forms, the 
next day about noon. This is most important, because this will prevent the soil 
from drying out too fast. It also kills weeds before they have a chance to get 
started.

Mastodon 


Mastodon has been with us for about 20 years, and 
in all these 20 years we have never known them to 
fail on a full crop 5 to 6 months long the same year 
they are set out. The size of the berry is like Way- 
zata—very large. It is of very good quality, red all the 
way through, and fine flavor. Bears as heavy as Way- 
zata, and makes many new runner plants. These new 
runner plants will also bear toward fall, and then you 
have a real picking row. This wide row will make fine 
picking next June as a spring berry. Mastodon does 
not require any special soil, care or petting. They grow 
most anywhere, or on any soil that will grow garden 
or potatoes. They sell like “hot cakes” on roadside 
stands, or on any market. It will take a hard freeze to 
stop Mastodon from bearing. White frost will never 
hurt them at all. A field of Mastodon in full bearing in 
late November is a sight never to be forgotten. Even 
after a light snow one can go out and find ripe 
berries unharmed. 


Senator Dunlap 


Senator Dunlap is an old well-known 
variety that has made more dollars for ber- 
ry growers than any other variety.
